Dear Hr. Wicker , 

In writing you September 10 I said your trust had been imposed upon, or at least 
I so believed, in your glowing endorsement of Ger^Ld Posner's C^se Closed. I said also 
that it is tlio most dishonest £oolc I havo ever rea^And I suggested tliat if you doubted 
that or the conclusory statements that followed a simple test would be for you to ask 
Random house for the traditional pefr reviews in controversial non-fiction. 'Is 1 indi- 
cated, because to the degree possible for me I am trying to use the time tliat remains to 
me to perfecting the histroical record in the JFK assassination, I was writing. 

Before writing you or even before reading the bock, on the basis of what I liad been 
told about what ho writes about me in it, without any siburce indication in either the 
text or the notes, I wrote Mh and asked for those sources. I had not gotten the book 

because when he Sj-ent three days here, with free and unsupervised access to all * have

and to unsupervised access to our copier, he promied me one of the first of his books 
when they were available. did not send me a book and he did not respond to iny questions, 
chiofly about those alleged sources but also about something I know very well t never said 
or believed. 

I finished the rather lengthy and 1 believe detailed book on Posner's book in which 
I also use it as a symbol. Ho. rarer, and you know what my typing is, there has been a 
delay in the retyping. I therefore cannot send you, a3 I would prefer to do, a copy of 

it. I did begin it with quotations from the dust-jacket blurbs, including yours. I en- 
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cjiose a xerox of them for your convenience. *ours is the bottom on oil ehfc back cover. I 
liave highlighted what x hope you will address in wliat you are quoted as saying. I ask 
also the basis for your making those statements and whether you made any effort to check 
Lhem or anything ^t all in thd book. Or, as 1 am still inclined to believe, you wrote 
wliat you wrote on the basis of trust without any independent checking. At the some time, 
if you are at all interested in wliat he said about md (and you could liave checked by 
asking me) 1*11 respond as fully as you may like. 

Inherent in what you wrote is the assumption that all books critical of wliat * reg- 
ard as the official assassination mythology are books of conspiracy theories. *ou read 
my first book in manuscript and you may not liave any recollection of it now after 28 
years, but if you do recall it you will not recall any theorizing of any kind it in. There 
is none in any of my books. They are almost entirely based on the official evidence. T^is 
includes about *150,000 ages of r^.Cord3, mostly of the FBI, that I got from a dozen FOIA 
lawsuits. a 0 i.ie were precedental and one led to the 1974 amending of the investigato^jfiles 
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exemption that opened FBI, Cl A and similar file:: to FOIA access. U unrestricted 
accost to all of that documentation, Posner spont no time at all in those files of which 
I know. Ho was here only three days. ^ spent all or most of that time in what I call 
my subject 1 file. That is a file of duplicates of records ^ made, preserving my origin- 
ols as I received th^ia for arc] aval deposit. I made them mostly for ttfj use of others but 
they are anytliing but inclusivo. They do include a flair selection of the FBI's nasty rec- 
ords about me of which all arc in varying decrees prejudiced and some are outright lies. 
II© may have copi<jd what he lihed from that file but he did not ask me about any of what 
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ho wrote about me based on thorn. 
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You saj: that "Case Closed is a deliberate, detailed, thoroughly documented" book 
who3e"raost important contribution may be Posner's thorough, dispassionate... account of 
the miserable life of Loo Harvey Oswald" and that "fifter his book, the case of JFK is 
indeed closed." 

1 note tliat in this you u&e no reference to tho official facts of the crime itself 
or to any other accounting of them. *^o 1 ask hov.* can that case be "indeed closed" without 
any reference to the facts of the crime, those officially stateafy4o be facts or those tliat 
in Posner's book are so represented! 

In general, I would like to know tho basis for your sajing v/h^t I quote above, what 

checking you did to ascertain whether he was truthful or whether he lied in any of what 

you did comment on, Oswald's life. In particular, did you consult what the Commission 

and its counsel said about tliat very same tiling, Posner's basis for all of tliat, what 
u _ 

the shrink Hartogs actually said about the bad boy Oswald was. 

I'll writing the others who provided those propublication endorsements, too. I 

do hope tliat you and tho others will respond because I have quoted those endorsements ahd 
would prefer not to liavo to add to tho bpok tliat any or all declined to respond. 

For your information, and you can easily check this for yourself or i'll help you, 
using the Rahdom ^ouse unabridged dictionary definition I refer to him as a plagiarist. 

ou will in time find this fully documented , He does use the work of others as his own 
work, no efiectivoly tliat tho Philadelphia Inquirer commended him for having gone to all 
that troub^ and expense. 

I would also like to know who asked you 
for the endorsement and why you gave it.
